The Registration of Births and Deaths in Ireland. 



’"HEREAS it is expedient that a complete System of Preamble. 
Registration of Births and Deaths should be established 
in Ireland, as in other Parts of the United Kingdom : Be it 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
5 Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited for all Pm’poses as “ The Registration of Short Title 
Births and Deaths (Ireland) Act.” 

10 2. This Act, except as herein otherwise provided, shall extend to 

Ireland only. 

3. The following Words and Expressions shall, in construing this 
Act, be taken and understood to have the Meanings hereby assigned 
to them, unless there be something in the Context repugnant to such 
15 Construction; (that is to say,) 

“ Lord Lieutenant ” shall mean and include the Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the Time 
being : 

[Bill 20.] A “ Lord 
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“ Lord Lieutenant in Council” shall mean the Lord Lieutenant by 
and with the Advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland : 

“ Registrar General ” shall mean the Registrar General of Births 
and Deaths in Ireland for the Time being appointed or to be 
appointed under this Act, and in case of the Absence of the 
Registrar General shall also mean and include the Assistant 
RegivStrar General for the Time being appointed or to be 
appointed under this Act : 

“ Occupier ” shall, for the Purposes of the Notification of Births 
and Deaths for Registration under this Act, include the 
Governor, Keeper, Master, Superintendent, or other chief Resident 
Officer of every Gaol, Prison, or House of Correction, and 
of every School, Reformatory, Workhouse, Hospital, Lunatic 
Asylum, or other Public or Charitable Institution, and where 
any House is let in separate Apartments or Lodgings, shall 
include the Person by whom such Lodgings or separate Apart- 
ments are immediately held, and any Agent or Servant of 
such Person residing in such House : 

“General Search” shall mean a Search during any Number of 
successive Days, not exceeding Six, without stating the Object 
of Search : 

“Particular Search” shall mean a Search over any Period not 
exceeding Five Years for any given Register of Birth or Death : 

“Constable” shall mean and include the Head Constable, Con- 
stable, or Sub- Constable for the Time being in charge of a Con- 
stabulary Station : 

“ Constabulary Station ” shall mean the Barrack at which any Party 
of the Constabulary is placed in accordance with the Regulations 
of the Inspector General : 

“ Assizes ” shall include Presenting Term : 

“ County ” shall include County of a City and County of a Town, 
and Riding of a County, and any Borough in which the Powers, 
Rights, and Duties of any Grand Jury in regard to presenting 
or levying Rates or Cesses for any Purpose have been by Law 
transfen'ed to and are solely exercised by the Council of such 
Borough : 

“ County Cess or Rates ” or “ County Cess ” shall, in relation to any 
such Borough as last mentioned, be construed to mean the Rates 
of such Borough : 

“ Grand Jury” shall include the Council of any such Borough: 

“ Secretary of the Grand Jury” shall include the Town Clerk of 
any such Borough : 

“ Treasurer ” shall include Finance Committee, and the Secretary 
of the Grand Jury for the County of Dublin. 

Registrar 
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Registn'ar General. 

4. The Lord Lieutenant shall cause a proper Office to be 
provided in the City of Dublin, to be called the “ General Register 
Office,” and shall from Time to Time appoint for the said Office a 

5 fit and competent Person to be the Registrar General of Births 
and Deaths in Ireland, who shall hold Office during the Pleasure 
of the Lord Lieutenant, and be removable by him : Provided always, 
that the Person who shall at the Date of the passing of this Act 
liold the Office of Registrar General of Marriages xmder an Act 
10 passed in the Seventh and Eighth Years of Her Majesty, Chapter 
Eighty-one, shall be appointed to the Office of Registrar General 
under this Act. 

5. The Registrar General shall cause to be made a Seal of the 
said General Register Office, and shall cause to be sealed or stamped 

15 therewith all certified Copies of Entries given in the said Office; 
and all certified Copies of Entries purporting to be sealed or stamped 
with the Seal of the said General Register Office (which Seal it 
shall not be necessary to prove), shall be admissible as Evidence in 
all Parts of Her Majesty’s Dominions, of the Birth or Death to which 
20 the same relates, without any further or other Proof of such Entry, 
and no certified Copy purporting to be given in the said Office shall 
be of any Force or Effect which is not sealed or stamped as aforesaid. 

6. It shall be lawful for the Registrar General, with the Consent 
of the Lord Lieutenant in Council, to alter the Schedules annexed 

25 to this Act, regard being always had to the Objects and Purposes 
of this Act, and to rendering the same more efi'ectual ; and such 
Alterations of Schedules shall be published in the Duhlin Gazette, 
and shall, within Fourteen Days after the same shall have been 
issued, be laid before both Houses of Parliament, or, if Parlia- 
30 ment shall not be then sitting, within Fourteen Days after the 
Commencement of the then next Session. 

7. It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, or the Registrar 
General subject to the Approval of the Lord Lieutenant, to appoint 
such and so many Officers, Clerks, and Servants as may from Time to 

35 Time be necessary for carrying on the Business of the General Register 
Office, and at Pleasure to remove any of them : Provided always, that 
all Officers, Clerks, and Servants who may be employed in the Busi- 
ness of the General Register Office at the Time of the passing of this 
Act shall, if the Lord Lieutenant or Registrar General, subject to 
40 the Approval of the Lord Lieutenant, think fit, be employed in the 
Business of the General Register Office under this Act as if their 
[20.] A 2 original 
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original Appointment under the said Act of the Seventh and Eighth 
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8. Whereas the Registrar General of Marriages appointed under 
the said Act has been heretofore required by the Lord Lieutenant to 5 
superintend the taking of the Census in Ireland, and also the annual 
Collection of Agricultural Statistics, and to perform other public 
Duties from Time to Time, in addition to those he was required to 
perform under the said Act, for which Duties special Remuneration 
has been heretofore awarded to him, in addition to the Salary received 10 
by him under the said Act ; and it is expedient that in respect of 
such Duties, and of the additional Duties he may be required to 
perform under this Act, or otherwise, he should be paid by Salary : 

Be it enacted, That so much of the said Act of the Seventh and 
Eighth Years of Her Majesty, Chapter Eighty-one, as enacts that the 15 
Salary of the Registrar General shall not at any Time exceed the 
Sum of Eight hundred Pounds yearly shall be repealed; and it shall 
be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to appoint 
from Time to Time the Salary of the said Registrar General, so that 
the same shall not at any Time exceed the Sum of One thousand 20 
Pounds, and the Salaries of the Officers, Clerks, and Servants 
shall be in fit Proportion according to the Duties which they may 
be respectively required to perform ; and all such Salaries and 
all other Expenses of carrying this Act into execution not herein 
otherwise provided for shall be paid out of any Monies which may 25 
from Time to Time be provided by Parliament for that Purpose ; 
and the Salary so to be appointed for the said Registrar General 
shall be deemed to include the Remuneration for all Duties which 
the said Registrar General is now or may hereafter be appointed or 
required to perform. 30 

9. The Registrar General shall have Power, subject to the Approval 
of the Lord Lieutenant, to appoint by Writing under his Hand a fit 
Person to act as his Assistant in case of the Illness or Absence of the 
Registrar General ; and every such Assistant, while so acting, shall 
have all the Powers and Duties, and be subject to all the Provisions 35 
and Penalties declared by the said Act and this Act, except that such 
Assistant shall not have Power to make or declare any General Rule, 
or to rescind or alter any Order, Regulation, or Approval signified by 
the Registrar General or made by the Registrar General in Writing 
under his Hand, or to dismiss any Person from any Office holden 40 
during the Pleasure of the Registrar General. 
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10. The Lord Lieutenant, or the Registrar General with his Ap- 
probation, shall and may from 'Time to Time tnake Regulations for the 
Management of the General Register Office, and for the Discharge of 
the Duties of the Registrar General, Officers, Clerks, and Servants of 

5 the said Office, and of the Superintendent Registrars and Regis- 
trars, and their Deputies herein-after mentioned, so that such Regula- 
tions be not contrary to the Provisions of this Act; and the Regula- 
tions so made and approved shall be binding on such Registrar General, 

Officers, Clerks, and Servants of the said Office, and on the Super- 
10 intendent Registrars and Registrars, and then- Deputies respectively. 

11. All Fees received by or on account of the Registrar General 
under the Provisions of this Act shall be accounted for and paid by 
the Registrar General, at such Times as the said Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury shall from Time to Time direct, into the Bank of 

15 Ireland, to the Credit of Her Majesty’s Exchequer. 

12 The Appointments of Officers, Clerks, and Servants, and of 
Superintendent Registrars and Deputy Superintendent Registrars, and 
of Registrars and Deputy Registrars, under this Act, and the Dupli- 
cate and certified Copies of Registers, as herein provided, shall be 
20 exempt from Stamp Duties, save and except as herein-after provided. 

13. The Registrar General shall once in every Year transmit to the Absu-act of 
Lord Lieutenant a General Abstract of the Numbers of Births and 

Deatlrs registered during the foregoing Year, in such Form and at such uuallybefore 
Date as the Lord Lieutenant shall from Time to Time prescribe, and I’arliament. 
25 every such annual General Abstract shall be laid before Parliament 
within One Month after Receipt thereof, or if Parliament shall not be 
then sitting, within One Month after the Commencement of the next 
Session. 

14. The Registrar General shall cause Indexes of all the Registers 
30 herein-after mentioned to be made and kept in the General Register 

Office ; and every Person shall be entitled to search the said Indexes 
between the Hours of Ten in the Morning and Four in the Afternoon 
of every Day, except Sundays, Chiistnias Day, and Good Friday, and 
to have a certified Copy of any Entry in the said Registers ; and for 
35 every general Search of the said Indexes the Sum of Twenty Shillings, 
and for every particular Search the Sum of One Shilling, and for 
every such certified Copy the Sum of Two Shillings shall be paid to 
the Registrar General or such other Officer as shall be appointed to 
receive such Fees on his Account, in addition to the Stamp Duty of One 
40 Penny imposed by an Act passed in the Twenty -third and Twenty- 
fourth Years of Her Majesty, Chapter Fifteen ; provided that it shall be 
competent to the Registrar General to permit gratis Searches to be made 
[20.] A 3 by 
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by or on behalf of, and Extracts to be given gratis to, Persons of 
whose Inability to pay he shall be satisfied. 

Supply of Books and Boxes. 

Iron Boxes 15. The Registrar General shall furnish for the Use of the Regis- 

appointed under this Act a sufficient Number of strong Iron 5 
provided Ij Boxes to hold the Register Books to be kept by each Registrar ; and 
GonCT^ every such Box shall be furnished with a Lock and Two Keys and no 
more, and One of such Keys shall be kept by the Registrar and the 
other by the Superintendent Registrar appointed under this Act; 
and the Register Books of each District while in Custody of the 10 
Registrar and not in Use shall be always kept in the Register Box, 
which shall always be left locked. 

Register 16. Upon the Application of the Registrar General, there 

shall be furnished to him from Time to Time, from Her Majesty’s 
Stationery Office, aU such Stationery, Books, Indexes, Certificates, 16 
Schedules, Notices, and Forms as shall be necessary in the Execution 
of this Act, as the said Registrar General shall require and direct ; 
and the Register Books shall be of durable Materials, and in them 
shall be printed on each Side of every Leaf the Heads of Informa- 
tion herein required to be known and registered of Births and Deaths 20 
respectively ; and every Page of each of such Books shall be num- 
bered progressively from the Beginning to the End of the Book, 
beginning with Number One, and every Place of Entry shall be also 
numbered progressively from the Beginning to the End of the Book, 
beginning with Number One, and every Entry shall be divided from 25 
the following Entry by a printed Line ; and the Registrar General 
shall furnish for the Use of the Registrars a sufficient Number of 
Register Books of Birtbs and Register Books of Deaths as may from 
Time to Time be required for the Purposes of this Act. 

Districts and Registrars. 3 q 

17. It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant in Council, at any 
Time after the passing of this Act, to divide Ireland into Registration 
Districts and Sub-Districts for the Pm-poses of this Act, and on the 
Representation of the Registrar General to make such Alterations as 
may from Time to Time appear necessary in such Districts and Sub- 35 
Districts, and to abolish any such Districts or Sub-Districts, and to 
form new Districts or Sub-Districts, and from Time to Time to appoint 
any County or Sub-Inspector of Constabulary or Superintendent of 
Dublin Metropolitan Police, if in the Police District of the City of 
Dublin, or other fit Person to be the Superintendent Registrar of each 40 
of such Districts ; and it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to 
appoint any Constable in charge of a Constabulary Station within 

such 
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such Sub-District, or other fit Person, to be the Registrar for such 
Sub- District ; provided that in the Police District of the City of Dublin 
a Constable of the Metropolitan Police or other fi:t Person may be 
appointed Registrar of Bia-ths and Deaths in any Sub-District of the 
5 said Police District ; and every Superintendent Registrar and Registrar 
shall hold his Office during the Pleasure of the Lord Lieutenant. 

18. Every Superintendent Registrar and Registrar shall, subject 
to the Approval of the Registrar General, appoint by Writing under 
bis Hand a fit Person to act as his Deputy in case of the Illness or 

10 unavoidable Absence of such Superintendent Registrar or Registrar ; 
and every such Deputy while so acting shall have the Powers and 
perforin the Duties and be subject to the Penalties herein declared 
concerning Superintendent Registrars and Registrars respectively, and 
in case of the Death or Resignation of the Superintendent Registrar or 
15 Registrar, as the Case may be, shall act as Superintendent Registrar 
or Registrar until another Superintendent Registrar or Registrar is 
appointed ; and every Superintendent Registrar or Registrar shall be 
civilly responsible for the Acts and Omissions of his Deputy. 

19. In every Case in which any Superintendent Registrar or Re- 
20 gistrar shall die, or be removed from or otherwise cease to hold his 

Office, all Register Boxes, Keys, Books, Documents, and Papers in 
his Possession as such Superintendent Registrar or Registrar, or which 
shall come into the Possession of his Representatives, shall be given 
up as soon as conveniently may be to his Successor in Office, and if any 
25 Person shall refuse to give up any such Box, Key, Book, Document, 
or Paper in such Case as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for any Justice 
of the Peace for the County or other Jurisdiction where such Person 
shall be or reside, upon Application made for that Purpose, to issue a 
Warrant under his Hand and Seal for bringing such Person before any 
30 Two Justices of the Peace for the said County or other Jurisdiction ; 
and upon such Person appearing or not being found it shall be lawful 
for such Justices to hear and detennine the Matter in a summary 
Way ; and if it shall appear to the Justices that any such Box, Key, 
Book, Document, or Paper is in the Custody or Power of any such 
35 Person, and that he has refused or wilfully neglected to deliver the 
same to the Person in whose Custody the same ought to be, the 
said Justices shall commit such Offender to the Common Gaol or 
House of Correction for the said Coimty or Jurisdiction, there to 
remain without Bail until he shall have delivered up the same, or 
40 until Satisfaction shall have been given in respect thereof, and the 
said Justices may grant a Warrant to search for any such Box, Key, 
Book, Document, or Paper, as in the Case of stolen Goods, in any 
Dwelling House or other Premises in which any credible Witness 
/ [20.] A 4 shaU 
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shall prove upon Oath before them that there is reasonable Cause to 
suspect the same to be ; and the same tvhen found shall be delivered 
to the Person in whose Custody it ought to be. 

20. Every Superintendent Registrar shall reside within the District 
for which he is appointed, and shall cause his Name, with the Ad- 5 
dition of Superintendent Registrar for the District for which he is so 
appointed, to be affixed on some conspicuous Place on or near the 
outer Door of the Register Office, and shall cause to be published in his 
District a List of the Names and Localities of the several Constabulary 
Stations or other Places within his District at which Information 10 
regardmg Births and Deaths is to be given in the Manner herein-after 
mentioned, and such List shall be furnished to the Superintendent 
Registrar from Time to Time by the Registrar General. 

21. Every Superintendent Registrar shall cause Indexes of the 
Register Books in his Office to be made and kept with the 15 
other Records of his Office : Every Person shall be entitled at all 
reasonable Horn's to search the said Indexes, and to have a certified 
Copy of any Entry or Entries in the said Register Books, under the 
Hand of the Superintendent Registi-ar, on Payment of the Fees 
herein-after mentioned ; that is to say, for every general Search the 20 
Sum of Two Shillmgs, and for every particular Search the Sum of 
One Shilling, and for every certified Copy the Sum of Two Shillings, 

in addition to the Stamp Duty of One Penny imposed by an Act 
passed in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Years of Her Majesty, 
Chapter Fifteen; and any Registrar who shall neglect to make and 25 
give such Copy, after being required to do so, shall be liable to a 
Penalty not exceeding T^en Pounds. 

22. Every Superintendent Registrar and Registrar appointed 
under the Provisions of this Act shall be freed and exempted from 
serving on any Jury or Inquest, or in any Parochial or Corporate 30 
Office whatever. 



Register Offices. 

23. The Registrar General shall, subject to the Approval of the 
Lord Lieutenant, provide and uphold, out of the Monies coming to his 
Hands under the Provisions of the Forty-fourth Section of this A ct, 35 
a suitable Register Office iu each Registration District, for preserving 
the Registers to be deposited therein ; provided always, that the 
Expense of such Register Office shall in no Case exceed the Sum of 
Two hundred Pounds ; and the Superintendent Registrar shall have 
the Care of such Office, and of the Registers deposited therein ; 40 
aud it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 

Treasury, 
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Treasury, upon the Application of the Registrar General, to advance 
from Time to Time such Sums as may be necessary for providing 
such Offices ; and such Sums so advanced shall from Time to Time 
be repaid by the Registrar General out of the Monies coming 
5 to his Hands as herein-before mentioned, in such Manner as the 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall direct; and until 
such Register Office shall be provided in such Registration District 
the Superintendent Registrar shall appropriate some fit Room or 
Rooms, to be approved by the Registrar General, as a temporary 
10 Office for such Superintendent Registrar’s District.

Book or otherwise of the several Particulars hereby required to be 
registered touching the Birth of such Child, so far as the same may be 
known, and of the Name of the Vessel in which the Birth took place, 
and shall, on the Arrival of such Vessel in any Port of the United 10 
Kingdom, or by any other earlier Opportunity, send a certified Copy 
of such Minute through the Post Office to the Registrar General 
in Dublin, who shall file the same, and shall cause a true and correct 
Copy thereof, verified by his own Signature, to be entered in a Book 
to be kept for that Purpose in the General Register Office, to be 15 
called the “ Marine Register Book of Births,” and the Registrar 
General shall keep such Book with the other Registers according to 
the Provisions of this Act.
